Matsumoto’s Successful Mission 


Russians Make 
An Important 
Concession 


Moscow, Sept. 28. 

The Soviet government agreed today to allow 
Japan to raise territorial claims against Russia 
even after diplomatic relations between the two 
countries had been restored and ambassadors 
exchanged. 

The Japanese special envoy, Mr Shunichi Mat- 
sumoto, said that Soviet agreement to this had now 
made it possible for the Japanese Prime Minister, Mr 
Hatoyama, to come to Moscow about October 10 for 
talks with Soviet Premier Marshal Bulganin ‘on the 
re-establishment of relations. 


The possibility has not been 
wrecluded that Mr  Hatoyama 
might negotiate direct with 
Marshal Bulganin on the peace 
treaty, 

“Et ds porsible that Mr 
Hatoyama may sign the peacd 
treaty when he comes to Mos- 
cow, but thir ja unlikely,” Mr 
Matsumoto said, 

Mr Hatoyama, who would 
stay in Moscow for four or five 
days, would sign documents on 
the establishment of diplomatic 
relations, the stato of 
wr, repatriation of Japanese 
prisoners, support for Japan's

How Much Sleep Do 
Children Need? 


66 OW am | going ta 

get my child to 
take a nap?” writes a dis- 
tracted mother. “He simply 
refuses.” 

You can’t because he prob- 
ably no longer requires & nap, 
and there is no reason why he 
should: slcep when he doca not 
need to, Children’s sleeping re- 
quirements, not adult  con- 
venience, should determine 
children’s naps. 

The Joint Committee on 
Health Problems in Education, 
of the National Education Asso- 
ciation and the American 
Medical Assocation, has made & 
study of the sleep requirements 
of children, Bach child, of 
course, differs from -all others 
in his particular needs, and no 
child should bo forced to con- 
form to an average. In 
general, however, the re- 
quirements -of groups of children 
may s¢rve. parents as a broad 
quide,'and save them from but- 
ting their hends needlessly 
against the stone wall of 
Junior's resistance. 


The. average sleep require-- 


ments are;- at, five years, 11 to 
13 hours dally; ot 10 years, 10 
to 12 hours; at 15 years, 9 to 11 
hours; at 26 years, cight to nine 
hours. Naps are seldom a 
qucatien at 10 years,.but bed- 
ilme hours may dtcome on.

Poor sleeping conditions—noise, 
warmth, draughts, lght—may 
interefere with getting to sleep.

MONG the most amaz- 

ing sights that greoted 
the early white explorers of 
the Mississippi Valley were 
giunt earth mounds built by 
a civilisation long since 
forgotten.
